Errata. 

In the communtieation yesterday of 
“‘Conservative’srelating tothe bonds

nual dividend about $600,000, it 
should have read $60,009. 


THe Civil Rights bill finds few de- 
feuders nowadays. The Chicago Tri- 
dune calls it a “‘legacy of evil” ieft by 
Senator Scmuer to the Republican 
party.

The 
Tribune holds that everything has 
been done to secure the enjoyment of 
the negro’s political rights, and says 
it will oppose all attempts to legislate 
concerning social! relations. 


POLITICS must be indeed “ mixed” 
in a western city, in a newspaper of 
which we read a call for a ‘* Repub- 
lico-libecratie primary meeting.” If 
this name isn’t significant of some- 
thing, then there is no significance 
in names whatever. Indeed, we do 
not think that they are considered 
quite so valuable as once they were, 
either in religion, polities or science. 
Fusion, detestable as it isto thorough 
paced partisans, says the New York 
Tribune, seeras to be coming into 
fashion. We presume it is not quite 
so intimidating or abhorrent to those 
who can remember this great Repub- 
lican party, with its unbounded 
stomach, itself in a state of fusion, 
and sneered at as a hybrid, by Whig 
and Democrat alike. 


The Present Legislature. 

The people of the State are gener- 
ally anxious to know at the meeting 
of each General Assembly how the 
sitting body compares in point of 
ability ard moral worth with its pre- 
decessors. It affords us pleasure to 
say, and we can do so now with pro- 
priety, that we consider the present 
Legislature decidedly superior to an y 
that has assembled since reconstruce- 
tion, There are in the body quite a 
number of young men who give 
promise of great usefulness. Many 
of these have already demonstrated 
their aptitude for legislation, and the 
others need only opportunities to 
show their fitness in the same direc- 
tion. Among the older members, 
are many, well known to the people 
of the State by their former valuable 
services. Taken altogether, we ex- 
pect good work at the hands of this 
body. The people of the State may 
be satisfied that their interests will be 
well and zealously cared for.

Irsane Asylum. 

Two propositions are now, or will 
be before the Legislature, having for 
their purpose the increase of accom- 
modation for the insane in our State. 


The report of the Superintendent 
shows the urgent need for this in- 


erease, and for its being speedily 
mace. One of these propositions is 
to purchase or build another asylum 
ina different part of the State; the 
other to add to the building here. 

We decidedly think the latter the 
preferable plan. To establish a new 
asylum would be to incur a heavy 
debt for the buildings; much more 
than would be required to add to those 
already inexistence. ‘Che salary of 
a Superintendent and his assistants 
would involve another very consider- 
able expense, which will be saved by 
adding tothe buildings here. By 
this second plan all this can be avoid- 
ed, and the only additional expense 


" would Be forthe additional servants 


and attendants that would be re- 


quired. 
- By this plan also the inbor of the 
convicts at the Penirentiary may be 
of service in making brick and 
in other ways, and thereby save a 
very considerable amount to the 
State. 

Another consideration in favor of 
this plan is this: Without making 


ority over (he many enginent medical 
men of theSState, it is certain that 
both peculiar skill and long practice 
are required in the treatment of the 
insane, and this fitness both Dr. 
GRIssoM and Dr. FULLER would seem 
to possess in a remarkable degree. 
Is it not better to place this unfortu- 
nate class under the charge of physi- 
cians of tried skill, and whose long 
familiarity with this branch of medi- 
eal science must give them greater 
success in treating it, than those 
whose attention has been given to it 
only incidentially ? 

This matter has not received the 
consideration heretofore at the hands 
of the legislature which its impor- 
tance demands. All physicians 
agree thata case of insanity which 
in its early stagesis easily curable, 
becomes hopeless from neglect; and 
from the reportofthe superintendent, 
we learn that there are hundreds of 
such cases now in our State. Do not 
economy and humanity bothdemand 
that this evil should be remedied? 
We urge the Legizlature to give this 
matter its enreful and earnest atten- 


tion, and to do something, and that 
in no penny-wise spirit, for the relief 
of those on whom the heaviest of 
earthly trials has fallen. 


The State Debt. 


This will perhaps be the most deli- 
eate and difficult of ail the questions 
which will come before the Legisla- 
ture for consideration. It must be 
apparent toali, that some speedy 
and honerable adjustment of our in- 
debtedness should be made. Not 
only the reputation, but the material 
interests of the State are suffering, 
because of its non-settlement. Cap- 
ital, always cautious and wary, will 
not seek investment here, so long as 
the finances of the State are in soun- 
certain acondition. Immicration will 
not tend here so lone as the immi- 
grant is uncertain as to what amount 
of burden he must bear in the way of 
taxation. So that from a failure of 
our people to makea compromise of 
their debt, these two sourees of revoe- 
nue are closed to us, and with them 
all promise of any considerable devel- 
opment of our resources. Year after 
year our sister States are increasing 
in population, wealth and influence. 
New life has been infused into their 
several industries, and those, whom 
years ago we excel'ied, lave passed 
beyond usin the great competition 
for trade. 

The debt hangs about us as a hue 
incubus. Its non-payment is de- 
moralizing, paralyzing, destructive 
and wise statesmanship, would seem 
to dictate a prompt adopticn of some 
method of adjustment. 

Certainly our people are too poor 
to bear the taxation necessary to 
meet the interest on the entire debt ; 
not Jess certainly are they rich 
enough to bear such an amount of 
taxation as will meet the interest on 
the indebtedness left by a fair com- 
promise. We do not propose to ad- 
vocate any scheme by which there 
will be such an imposition of taxes, 
as will be too burdensome to be borne 
by the people, but we do intend, 
earnestiy and faithfully, to urge the 
making of provision for the payment 
of the interest on a debt so sealed as 
to admit of its management without 
serious detriment to the Common- 
wealth. Nothing more is needed to 
establish the necessity for speedy ac- 
tion, than the recollection of the fact 
that the interest upon the acknowl- 
edgedly lawful debt, amounts to 
more than one million two hundred 
thousand dollars per annum, and 
that this accumulation for every year 
during which the debt remains un- 
settled, will be added, when the time 
of settlement shall come, to the prin- 
cipal. It will be seen, therefore, that 
we shall haveto pay pretty dearly 
for our present failure to meet our 
obligations, 

We shall return to the discussion 
of this subject at an early day. We 
write now for the purpose of brine. 
ing the matter to the attention of the 
members of the General Assembly. 

Care should be taken that the leg- 
islation had upon the debt question 
shall be effective. It is useless to 
pass any bill offering a compromise 
so low as to be an insult to the bond- 
holders. Let the tender of terms be 


as liberal as a due regard for the well 
doing of the people will permit. We | 


do not know, of course, that the bond- 
holders will accept anything less 
than their bonds eall for; we do 
know, beeruse of the fact of their im- 
poverishment by the war, that the 
people cannot and will not pay 80 
much.

MEDNIGIZE DISPATCHES. 


‘ihe Verginia Legistature--Governe 
Message—State Debt, &c. 

Dee. 2.—The General 
Asscin>iv met at noon to-day. Gov. 
Kenper submitted his annual mes- 
save, Which with the accom- 
panying documents covers one hun- 
dred and thirty pages of printed mat- 
ter, lic favors reeapitaltization of 
the State debt in uniform obligations, 
payable in 5) years bearing annual 
interes: of 4 per cent. sterling. A 
pian for providing aState cerrency is 
proposed, Which the Governor be- 
jieves would relieve one of the most 
grievous wants of the people. He 
renews the recommendations of his 
first message on immigration, and 
says the State should be its own 
agency in the matter, thereby freely 
distributing to the annual and pros- 
pective immigrants and all who desire 
it, information in authenticated form, 
and insuring them against imposi- 
tions, <c. Iferecommends stringent 
and eilectual legislation to prevent 
the gross inequalities in the charges 
on some of the railroads, especially 
ai points where competition does not 
insure proper charges. He favors 
the completion of the central water 
line by the common government and 
urges the withholding of no possible 
aid or encouragement which might 
contribute to the consummation of 
that great work. 

The Governor makes numerous 
other recommendations looking to 
economy aud improvement in the 
State government. ‘The following 
extracts give the Governor’s views 
in regard to the politieal situation : 
‘Recent events create the hope that 
the government of the Union is to be 
brought back to the Constitution, its 
ancient landmarks and traditions re- 
covered and respected, and fraternal 
relations revived throughout the 
country. They cheer the oppressed 
and daspoudeut Southern people 
with the promise that the burthens 
which have so long borne them down 
ure to be lifted off. The most auspi- 
cious day for the honor and well be- 
ing of the whole country will be that 
in which the great export producing 
States are restored to peace and pro- 
ductive energy, by being restored to 
their constitutional rights and rela- 
tions. Wemay rest assured of sue- 
cess as soon as the repeal or judicial 
amendment of all enforcement laws 
shall peacefully relieve us from the 
harrassment and apprehension of 
military and other coercion from 
Without, and from the intermeddling 
of mere political adventurers within. 
Henceforth let it be understood by all 
that the political equality of the races 
issettied, and the social uality of 
the races is a settled impossibility.’

RicuMony, Dee. 2.—In the Cheap 
Transportation Convention 
Col. Frobel, of Ga.,read a report of the 
Committee on Artificial Water route. 
Report states the fact that the oe S. 
Senate Committee on transportation 
recommended the four water routes 
endorsed by this Convention last 
year, and then quotes and adopts as 
its own, the Senate’s Bay via James 
River and Kanawaha Canal, the great 
Tennessee and Georgia Canal and the 
improvement of the 

Resolutions were introduced to re- 

commend to Congress to extend such 
reasonable aid to the Texas Pacific 
Railroad as will insure its speedy 
completion ; to memoralize Congress 
to prohibit, under heavy penalties, 
all combinations between competing 
lines of transportation, whether by 
land or water. 
Hon. J. C. Southall, of Virginia, 
presented a supplemental report, in 
which he argued ably and at great 
leangth against the idea that rail- 
roads will answer for heavy transpor- 
tation, and insisted upon the necessi- 
ty of the four great water routes, viz: 
the connecting of the Mississippi 
with the great lakes, and a central 
route between the Ohio river and the 
Chesapeake from inflating the capital 
by watered stock, and aisoto ereate 
a court of commercial justice Whose 
decision shall be subject to review by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States; that Congress should fix by 
law a maximum rates for all railroad 
traffic crossing State lines; that the 
sentiment of this Convention is ad- 
verse to the increase of taxation upon 
the people in the shape of interest, 
created by an increased bonded debt ; 
that Congress be recommended to 
adopt the national guage of four feet 
eight anda half inches and that it 
offer sufficient inducements for all 
trunk lines of two hundred miles or 
over to adopt this railroad guage. 
Referred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. 

The committee on natural water 
power South not being prepared to 
report, Mr I. G, Conant, of St. Louis, 
submitted resolutions declaring that 
Congress will be heli to astriet ac- 
count forits failure to make ample 
appropriations for improvement of 
the mouth of the Missisissippi river, 
and that this subject cannot be too 
impressively urged upon that body.

Habeas Corpus Case th 
Wm. Tweed, 

NEw York, Dee. 2nd.—The argu- 
ments on the writ of habeas corpus 
granted to Wm. M. ‘weed, were 
heard to-day before Judge Barrett in 
the Oyer and Terminer Court, David 
Dudley Field and Ex-Judge Com- 
stock speaking on behalf of the priso- 
ner,and District Attorney Phelps for 
the people. The prisoner being un- 
well, he was not brought into the 
Court. 

The District <Aitorney mace a 
motion to quash the writ on the 
ground that there was no question ns 
to the Court which condemned the 

risoner being properly organized and 
1aving inherent the jurisdiction in 
the criminal cases, and it was not for 
the judge or no higher jurisdiction to 
review its proceeding. ‘There was 
neither law necessarily or precedent 
for such a course, therefore he asked 
for the writ to be quashed and the 
prisoner remanded and lIecft to his 
comedy oferror. For the prisoner it 
was argued that the error was a slow 

roceeding, and the prisoner chal- 
enged the jurisdiction of the Court 
to try the cause or pass firstof the 
numerous sentences or any of subse- 
quent ones. ‘The first term has ex- 
pired and the fine paid, and the pri- 
soner has challenged the jurisdiction 
of the Court er its competency to 
pass the second sentence, and also 
questioned inade of empanuneling a 
jury and their competency to sit.
